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This is a ease brought to test the 
constitutionality of the Keating- 
Owen, so called, Child Labor Law, 
passed by Congress and approved 
September 1, 1916, to become. effec- 
tive September 1, 1917. Tt ts brought 
by the father of two boys whose 
employment is affected by the law, 
against the employer and the dis- 
trict attorney charged with the duty 
of enforcing the law. It alleges that 
the law. the Child Labor Law, is 
unconstitutional, null and void, but 
that if it is enforeed, and solely by 
reason of its existence and enforce- 
ment, one of the boys will lose his 
employment entirely, the father will 
thereby lose his wages, and the oth- 
er boy will be reduced in his em-~ 
ployment, and the father will lose 
a proportionate part of his compen- 
sation, 

No question is made as to the 
truthfulness or accuracy of any al- 
legation of the bill of complaint, but 
a molion to dismiss is filed by the 
defendant—identical with a demur- 
rer to the bill of complaint under 
the old practice. There is, there- 
fore, only one question involved, to- 
wit: the constitutionality or uncon- 
stitutionality of the aet of Congress 
known as the Keating-Owen Child 
Labor Law, that by its terms is to 
become effective September 1, 1917. 
If that law is constitutional, then 
upon final hearing the bill of com- 
plaint must be dismissed; if that 
law is unconstitutional, then upon 
final hearing in this court or in 
some higher eourt, the defendant, 
William C. Hammer, is to be enjoin- 
ed from enforcing or attempting to 
enforce the law, and the employer 
should be enjoined from discharging 
the minor plaintiffs on aecount of 
that law, whatever his rights may 
he on aecount of other things. 

It is well, in the first place, to look 
al just what the statute is, and what 
if is not. It provides that no manu- 
facturer shall ship in interstate or 
foreign’ commerce any article, the 
product of ang factory im which, 
within 30 days prior to sueh ship- 
ment, children under the age of 1% 
dre permitted. to. werk at all, or 
children under the age of 16 are 
permitted to work more than eight 
hours per day. It is to be observed, 
in the first place, that this is by no 
means a statute denies the 
avenues of interstate and foreign 
commerce to the product’ of child 
labor. If a factory eleses down for 
any reason, it may, at the expiration 
of 30 days, ship the products of 


that factory ,although the products 
were produced, or partly produced, 
by the labor of babes ia arms, There 
are many seasonal factories ,as, for 
instance, canneries, that habitually 
close down, and having closed down, 
and having in due course begun 
shipments at least’ a month after 
they have so closed down, they are 
absolutely without the field of op- 
eration of the statute. It will not 
do to say, as some enthusiasts have 
said, that the product of chud labor 
is smeared or tainted with the blood 
of the ehild labor, because smears 
and taints do not evaporate within 
30 days. | 

Again, none of the produéts of a 
factor yean enter interstate com- 
merce if anywhere in the factory 
there is employed a boy or a girl 
not in compliance with the = ex- 
pressed wishes of the Congress that 
enacted the law. That is, if 
through the factory there cireulates 
a boy with a bucket of water on a 
hot summer day in order to give 
relief from the heat to the workers 
in the factory, goods from that fac- 
tery cannot enter interstate com- 
merce within 30 days thereafter: or, 
‘llustrated otherwise. if a faetory in 
North Carolina, having ten depart - 
ment(s of production and products, 
devoted nine of these departments 
to the production of goods sold 
within the state, it could not ship 
in interstate commerce the produc- 
tion of the tenth department al- 
though in that tenth department! 
and in the production of every arti- 
ele intended for interstate or for- 
eign commerce, only adullgs worked. 
All this is tantamount fo saving. 
what is indisputable, that by the 
enactment of this statute Congress 
asserts its right to debar from in- 
terstate and foreign commerce the 
products of a manufacturer of 
whose conduct Congress  disap- 
proves, and this without respect to 
whether that conduct had to do 
with the goods offered in interstate 
or foreign commerce or not. 

The Beveridge Child Labor Bill 
introduced a good many years ago 
forbade. the carrier to accept goods 
for interstate eommerce, the prod- 
uct of child labor; the original 
Keating Bill forbade the shipment! 
of goods in inferstate commerce 
that were in any wise the product 
of child labor, and merely made the 
presence of child in the factory 
prima facie and not conclusive evi- 
dence that he worked on the goods 


sought to be exported, In some wav 


the Keating Bill was changed, aml 
the Keating-Owen Bill now under 
discussion baldly and without con- 
‘alment declares, as we have jus! 
stated, the power of Congress io 
say to the producer of goods, your 
goods shall not. enter interstate 
commerce if within 30 days before ‘ 
you offer those goods you have, with 
respect to the production of those 
goods or otherwise, been guilty of 
conduct of which we disapprove. 
Is this within the powers delegat- 
ed to the Federal Congress by the 
Constitution of the United States? 
It is claimed that it is within the 
power delegated to the Congress by 
the commerce clause of the consti- 
fulion, the power to regulate com- 
merece within foreign nations and 


among the several states. -It is not 


claimed that it is within any of the 
other powers; The question, there- 
fore, narrows itself to this: Is the 
action of Gongress whieh denies ac- 
cess to interstate and foreign trade 
for his product by a producer of 
whose conduct, whether with re- 
speet to goods tendered to inter- 
state or foreign frade, or otherwise. 
Congress does not approve, a regu- 
lation of interstate or foreign eom- 
merece? 

It goes without saying that if if 
is not within the delegated powers 
of Congress, any person. injuriously 
affected his property rights may 
eomplain under. the: Fifth Amend- 
ment, for a void law é¢annot con- 
eelvably be “due process of law.” 

In. the first place, let us eonsider 
the question as an original one. in- 
volving the construction of a: writ- 
ten mstrument, the Constitution. of 
the United States, construed afier 
the manner that the great chief jus- 
tice approved in the great case of 
Gibbons vs. Ogden: 

“AS men, whose intentions 
require no concealment, gen- 
erally employ the werds which 
most diréctly and aptly ex- 
press the ideas they intend to 
convey, the enlightened patriots 
who framed our Constitution, 
and the people who adopted it. 
must. be understood have 
employed words in. their nat- 
ural sense, and to have infend- 
ed what they have said. We 
know of no rule for construing 
the extent of such powers, oth- 
er than is given by the language 
of thre instrament” whien 
fers them, taken in eonnectian 
with the purposes for which 
they were conferred,” 


Unconstitutionality Keating Law 


Argument of Attorney Junius Parker of New York, before Judge Jas. E. Boyd 


The Constitution, then, venerable 
and sacred..a document as if iIs,.is 
to be construed as anv other wrilt- 
ten mstrument, and we may assinii- 
late it, so far as il delegates pow- 
ers fo the Federal Government, to 
anv other instrument whereby indi- 
viduals join in an irrevocable dele- 
gation. of powers to some other in- 
dividual. This is especially so since 
the Constilution itself. provides that 
the powers that are not delegated 
therein shall be deemed reserved to 
the state or to citizens: this provi- 
sion doés not in any way detract 
from the delegated powers, but. it 
puis beyond peradventure tha! 
states lose none of their powers to 
the nation by waiver or non-use; 
and that only those Federal acis 
are vaiid that can he said fo he 
within the scope of a particular del- 
egaied power. If a group of men 
having theretofore complete contro! 
of all their business activities, 
should, for their own best interests. 
irrevocably vest in another man the 
exclusive and absolufe power to 
regulate their commerce, would any 
court, or any lawyer, or any lay- 
man, construe such power fo in- 
clude the power to reguiate produc- 
tion even of the articles put into 
commeree, much jess the right to 
regulate and prescribe the conduc 
of the producer without respect. to 
whether that conduct affected the 
articles put info commerce or not? 
It would he very singular if there 
were any adjudications of anv court 
that even approach such construc- 
lion. of written words, and we sav 
without the slightest doubt that 
there is no decision that can be cit- 
ed where a court. has even = ap- 
proached such. 


It is undoubtedly true that from 
Gibbons vs. Ogden to the ease that 
lested the Adamson Law there has 
been much Htigation of the most 
serious kind in which there was in- 
volved the delineation between 
State and Federal authority under 
this commerce clause of the Con- 
stitution. What power was given 
fo the Federal Congress by if, and 
what power was retained bv the 
stales.after.such delegation? This 
is not to be wondered at in view of 
the facet that since the adoption of 
the. Constittuion railroads, telegraph 
limes, enormous manufacturing and 
merchandising establishments which 
have sought the whole country for 
their markets, have all arisen. For- 
tunately for the simplicity of thi 
situation, we are not dealing witi 
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any of these new 
Factories were running, and, where 
necessary ,children were by their 
labors contributing to the support 
of families by working in such fac- 
tories, before the Constitution was 
written. From the very earliest to 
the very latest, manufacturing has 
been declared by our highest court 
not ecommerce, and commerce not 
manufacturing, and the line he- 
tween the two has not been made 
more difficult to draw by any mod- 
ern development. 

“No distinction is more popu- 
lar in the common mind, or 
more clearly expressed in eco- 
nomic and political literature, 
than that between manufacture. 
and commerce. Manufacture is 
transformation—the fashioning 
of raw material into and change 
of form for use. The functions 
of commerce are different. The 
buying and selling and the 
transportation incidentally con-

stitute commerce.” (Kidd vs. 

Pearson, 128 U. &.,.4, 20.) 
“Commerce begins where 

manufacture ends.” (United 


States vs. Knight, 156 U. 8. 13.) 
“Tf it be held that the term 
ineludes the regulation of all 
such manufactures as are iIn- 
fended to be the subject of com- 
mercial transactions in the fu- 
ture, it is impossible to deny 
that it would also include all 
productive industries thal con- 
template the same thing. The 
resulf would be that Congress 
would be invested to the exclu- 
sion of the states with power 
to regulate not only manufac- 
tures. but also agriculture, hor- 
ficultare, stock raising, do- 
mestic fisheries. miging—in 
short, every branch of human 
industry. . For is there one. of 
them that does not contemplate, 
more or less ¢clearly, an tmter- 
state or foreign commerce?” 

‘Kidd vs. Pearson, supra, 24.) 

In Railroad vs. Yourkenis (238 VU, 
S. 439) it appeared that a railroad 
company was engaged in coal min- 
ing: an @emplovee at the eoal. mine 
sustained an injury claimed 
that sinee the coal was to be used 
in interstate commerce, he was in- 
jured in interstate commerce and 
entitled to the benefit of the Fed- 
eral Employers’ Liability Act. The 
court denied this contention: 

“The mere fact that the eoal 
might be or was intended to he 
used in the eonduct of inter- 
state commerce after the same 
was mined and transported, did 
not make the injury one receiy- 
ed by the plaintiff while he was 
engaged in interstate commerce. 
The injury happening when the 
plaintiff was preparing to mine 
the coal was not an injury hap- 
pening in interstate commerce, 
argi the defendant was not then 
carrying on interstate tom- 
merce, faets essential to recov- 
ery under the Emploves’ Lia- 
bility Act.” 

Of course, in view of the antiquity 
of the labor of boys and girls, very 
many of the litigations that have 
proceeded...with.. respect..to...com- 
merce clause cannot have any pos- 
sible hearing on the question here 
involved. It is well, though, to look 
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al some of the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court that are relied on by 
those who claim that this law is 
constitutional, and see if, indeed, 
they warrant so grotesque a con- 
struction of written language as 
would be involved in holding this 
law within the power to regulate 
commerce delegated to the Federal 
Congress. 


The earliest, and perhaps still the 
main reliance of the defendants, is 
the Lotery Case, decided in 1902, by 
a five to four court. Lotteries and 
the conduct of lotteries had been 
broken up by the various states of 
the United States, and one had been 
established in a South American 
country, tickets for which were be- 
ing circulated through the express 
companies in the various states of — 
the United States. Congress had 


passed a law forbidding express 
companies to carry these tickets, 


and if was assumed, or perhaps 
stated in the act itself that this stat- 
ute was under the power delegated 
by the commerce clatise of fhe Con- 
stitation. It was contended, in the 
first place, by those opposed to the 
validity of the statute, that lottery 
tickets were not articles of com- 
merece, just as it had been held that 
insurance policies are not articles 
of commerce, and, in the second 
place, that the power fo regulate 
interstate commerce did not include 
the power to. prohibit the passage 
of a given article through the chan- 
nels of interstate trade. It had pre- 
viously been held that Congress had 
the power to prohibit the passage 
through the channels of interstate 
trade diseased cattle and infected 
meats (Retd vs. Colorado, 87 
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Starch

Con- 
gress has a right to levy privilege 
laxes ,but undoubtedly Congress in 
such levy would never levy a tax 
on the profession of preeching: it 
would rarely levy a tax on the prac- 
lice of law; it would frequently levy 
heavy ones on liquor dealers. | 

We have never been | disposed, 
even if it had been: seemly, to eriti- 
cise the decision of the court in the 
Lottery Case, assuming that lottery 
tickets are to be considered articles 
of commerce—the court having al- 
ready decided the right to regulate 
included the right to prohibit when 
the acl of commerce involved phy- 
sical jeopardy. . We see no. reason 
why the same right or power should 
not be exercised when the aet of 
commerce, if permitted, involved 
the jeopardy of the morals 
character of the people.

U. S., 517.) The Legislature of North

fo the minimum age of employees 
and maximum hours of labor; and 
vin ifs laws are definitely and. in- 
dispulably effective in that factory. 

The decisions that uphold the 
Mann Act do not constitute. the 
slightest authority or precedent for 
holding the Keating-Owen Act. They 
suggest, though, what might have 
constituted an authority or prece- 
dent: If Congress had enaeted tha? 
no individual should buy ticke! 
for, or present himself as a passen- 
ger in, interstate. transportation if 
he had been guilty of any immoral- 
ity within 30 days next preceding 
such interstate transportation, and 
the court had sustained that enact- 
ment, then that decision would have 
constituted an authority agains! 
plaintiffs in the present litigation. 
There has been no such enaeiment. 
and no such holding by any court. 

The Caminetti case did not in- 
volve a question of constitutionality, 
but only of statutory: construction. 
but in that case there is a rule laid 
down for statufory construction 
equally applicable to constitutional 
construction, which plaintiffs eonfi- 
dently invoke. in this litigation: 

“Statutory words are presum- 
ed, unless the contrary appears, 
fo be used in their ordinary 
sense with the meaning eom- 
monly attributed to them.” 

(Sylabus, 242 U. 471.) 


Congress in 1913 passed a statute 
called the Webb-Kenyon Act, whieh 
provided that the shipment of 
liquor to a prohibition state, that is. 
to any person with the intent that 
it was to be possessed, sold or in any 
manner used in violation of the laws 
of sueh state, should be prohibited, 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States sustained the constitution- 
ality of that act (Distilling Go. vs. 
Railroad, 242 Fed. Rep. 311). The 
gist of this decision is contained in 
a syllabus (n..342) that the power of 
Congress in the case of intoxicants. 
and because of their character, ex- 
fends to the tolal. prohibition of 
their transportation in interstate 
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commerce, and such being the ease, 
the power neeessarily includes the 
lesser powers of adapting the regu- 
lation to the various local require- 
ments and conditions that may. be 
expressed in the laws of the states. 
It would seem to us that. this is sim- 
ply following the decision in the 
Lottery Case. It is to be noted that 
Congress and the court was there 
dealing with a subject mater legili- 
mate as an article of ecommerce in 
the absence of valid legislation, of 
course, but always recognized to be 
hurtful, or at least dangerous. [ft ts 
to be noted, further, that the Webb- 
Kenyon Act was in distinet aid, and 
nol disregard, of the ‘policy of par- 
ticular states. Finally, it is to be 
noted, as in avery one of these cases 
that the evil aimed at was an evil 
arising out of, and subsequent tea, 
the transportation, and not an evil 
antecedent to, and wuneonnected 
with, the transportation and sale. 
In attempting to fully lst the 
eourt decisions that may be cited as 
sustaining the validity of the stat- 
ule at bar, we leave the commerce 
clause of the Gonstitution and go to 
the power of Congress to levy taxes 
subject.to the limitation. contained 
in the Constitution. Undoubtedly 
Congress has levied taxes where 
consideration of all the cireum- 
stances constrains the belef that its 
purpose was to destroy the busimess 
taxed. One of these cases is McRae 
vs. United States (195 
where the court refused to hold in- 
valid a tax of ten cents per pound 
on oleomargarine colored to look 
like butter, and this in the face of 
the allegation that the tax was so 
heavy that it would destroy the in- 
dustry. The basis of the decision 
in that and like cases, as well as 
the basis of the decision in that and 
like cases, as well as the basis -of 
the decision in Weber Freed 
(239 U. S., 325). m which Congress 
had prohibited the importation. of 
pictorial representations of prize 


fights, is that Congress, having exer- 


cised power delegated to if, the 
court may not, properly and without 
indignity to a co-ordinate branch of 
the Government, look de hors the 
statute fer the motive of Congress 
in exercising its power. This is by 
no means saving that the power to 
tax is limited, though, only by the 
words of the Federal Constitution, 
beeause the court has denied to Gon- 
gress the power to tax a salary of a 
State judge (Collector v. Day, 1! 
Wall.. 143). and Gongress could cer- 
tainly not levy a tax for a privale 
purpose, and vel neither of those 
limits is stated in the Constilation 
itself. 

In the case al bar there is no go- 
ing de hors the statute to ascertain 
the purpose of Congress-—the stal- 
ule speaks for itself. It is that if 
the: producer of articles in a fae- 
tory sonfeorming to the laws of fits 
State in of his manufacturing 
activities, dees not. conform also to 
the Congressional idea of the prap- 
riefy in such manufacturing 
ities, he shall not utilize the aven- 
ues of interstate trade for any of 
iis products.

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Cotton Opening. 


To maintain a good even top on 
breaker pickers is to select a large 
mixing, say 24 to 36 bales of cotton 
and tearing the first bale mto small 
tufts, spreading it over as large a 
Spread the sec- 
ond over this one; third, over this 
one, and so on. Then to feed open- 
er the cotton should be taken top to 
bottom layer. In this manner we 
get an average mixing. The lap 
from breaker picker will be more 
even. Then the apron on the m- 
termediate picker should work per- 
fectly free in action. In other words, 
there should be no strain on the 
laps whatever, if the beaters are in 
first class condition with the proper 
setting for the stock being run. We 
will get an even lap for the back 
back of finisher picker with the 
finisher picker apron in good order. 
Proper settings being set to. staple 
run will give an even finished lap 


for the eard. Then we pass on to 
the principle of laying the fibers 


parallel with each other, etc. 

Some people look at cotton card- 
ing as a mere souree of getting of 
pounds, but that is not all to ‘be 
eonsidered.. I say. if carding is done 
properly, spinning will rum -well if 
spinning department is in the right 
kind of shape with a good even top; 
picker in sharp and good condition; 
feed plate set to ticker aecording to 
staple being run; ticker to cylinder; 
back-knife plate fo. }@ 
sereens to  eylinder; front-knife 
plate to evlinder; doffer td eylin- 
der: mote-knife to licker-in; card 
being ground properly; proper 
gauges being used. I omitted num- 
ber of gauges as we should set to 
stock being run, also purpose for 
which it was mtended. 

Cotton drawing is very important 
as here we can spoil a great deal 
of good card sliver by undue draft- 


ing to high a’ speed in proper set- 


tings, and again in case we do get 
some light sliver from cards. . The 
knock off on drawing frame can b> 
set, to catch this, and prevent if get- 
ting in the second drawing. The 
ends on front. of drawing should be 
allowed to sag just a little to be cer- 
fain fhere is no tension on them. 


Sliver is sometimes ruined — here. 
Drawing is a very delicate feature 
in the earding department. I 
sume opening, picking, carding and 
drawing have been mentioned — in 
first class eondition. 

The slubber is the first place 
‘where the sliver is attenuated to 
such a small size and twist being in- 
serted, We change its name to rov- 
ing. This machine with proper set- 
tings to stock being run, keeping a 
medium slack tension if possible. If 
this machine is in good eondition all 
the different parts perfectly free in 
action, good even stock is the result. 

The intermediate and finisher fly 
frames work on the same principle 
as the slubber with the exception 
that the slubber gets its stock from 
drawing cans, and the intermediate 
and finisher fly frame get their 
stock from a creel of roving on hob- 
bins, Skewers should be kept point- 
ed fo prevent any strain on any one 
bobbin of roving, and to give as near 
the same tension to each strand of 
roving as possible. If frames are m 
good condition with proper settings 
to stock being run we are sure of 
good results.

CG. ship goods, with 
the invoice and bill of lading both 
in their own name, to the Brown 
Commission Co. of New York, no 
guaranty is required because the 
shipment is to “a dealer in a state 
other than the state of manufac- 
fure.” ‘The Brown Commission Co. 
ean reship the lo Ohio with- 
out any liability or risk because 
there is no provision in the law re- 


quiring or suggesting that they have 
guaranty, 


If Brown Commission Co. 
wished the goods shipped from 
Greenville, S. C., with the invoice or 
bill lading made out in their name, 
as shipper, they would require a 
guaranty -because the delivery 
would take place in South Carolina 
which is the state of manufacture. 

If Miss Graee Abbott would take 
a broad enough view of matters {o 
state plainly when a guaranty is re- 
quired and when not required it 
would greatly assist the mills but as 
long as she uses confusion as a 
weapon to unfairly harrass the mills 
it is difficult to clear up the situa- 
tion. 

The Department of- Labor will 
being fair 
to the cotton mills rather than by 


adopting the present small calibre 
policy. 


Revenue Bill Agreed Upon. 


The conferees of the Senate and 
House have agreed upon the war 
revenue bill but up to the time of 
writing this we have not been abla 
to obtain a copy. 


We understand that under the bill 
as reported by the conference all 
taxes will be based upon capital and 
surplus and that exemption vary in 
the narrow margin between 7 per 
cent and 9 per cent. 

We understand that mills making 
25 per cent to 30 per cent upon cap- 
ital and surplus will have to pay 
from one-third to one-half the 
amount they would have had to pay 
under the Senate bill whereas mills 
making 80 per cent to 100 per cent 
by reason of small capital and sur- 
plus will pay about the same 
amount as under the Senate bill.

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I Cotton Goods Report 


New York-——The cotton goods 
market for the past week was char- 
acterized by a recovery in prices in 
most centers and the prevailing be- 
lief seems to be that this added 
strength in the market will not only 
eontinue, but will be emphasized by 
prices still higher than those now 
current. Demand was stimulated by 
the rise in cotton and the changed 
aspect of the raw material market 
caused many buyers to change their 
opinions about the probable selling 
value of the unfinished products. 

While the civilian demand was on 
the increase there was, of course, a 
larger demand for cotton for war 
purposes by all the belligerent na- 
tions, and this abnormal demand 
naturally had the effeet of material- 
ly lowering the available supply of 
raw material for. civilian purposes. 
Although there seéms to be no cer- 
tain proof of what the future may 
bring, there are, however,. many 
who believe that as the demand -in- 
creases prices must advance in or- 
der to curtail it. 


The demand for brown sheeting 
was unusually good, especially 


through the South and the South- 
western sections. In some centers, 
it is stated that the demand from 
Western jobbers was fair. bul did 
not equal the demand from— the 
South. 

Piece dyed goods seemed to be 
quite active with retailers and job- 
bers willing to pick up any of thes 
goods offered for spot delivery, and 
they even showed a willingness {4 
place their orders for the best de- 
liveries offered. 

There was likewise a liberal call 


for eotten dress goods and eray 
goods, especially the latter. Gray 


goods not only showéd a pronounced 
interest. last week with many large 
hookings -recorded, but the buyers 
showed an unusual willingness to 
pay advances asked—thus giving 
confidence to the belief that lower 
prices are not going to be in evi- 
dence for some time. | 

Wash goods likewise showed a 
decided improvement over weeks 
ago with retailers and jobbers show- 
ing more interest. Retailers were 
especially busy placing large orders 


with converters of these fabrics, 
while many buyers are booking 


quantities considerably in excess of 
one year ago. Jobbing buyers are 
finding it almost impossible to se- 
cure sufficient denims, tickings and 
other staples for their immediate 
requirements as stocks seem fo be 
very much depleted, and selling 
agents are thus aecepting orders for 
small lots only. 

According to one report there 
was also improvement in the mar- 
ket for bleached sheetings during 
the week. It was stated that activi- 
ties were handicapped a_ little by 
some goods that found their wav 
through second hands. 

The export market showed in- 
creasing. interest... Nearby. markets, 
such as Cuba, Porto Riea, British 
West Indies and Mexico continued 


to be consistent buyers. Those who 
have goods that can be shipped 
quickly are the ones gettine the 
larger part of this business. Due 
to the unsound financial condition 
in Mexico most of these goods are 
sent with bill of lading attached as 
the cases where credit is extended 
are very rare. 

There were many inquiries in the 
market from Australia and- Greece, 
Due to the diffieulties in shipping, 
however, few orders were booked 
from these countries. Shipping is 
the great problem now as all foreign 
markets seem to need the goods if 
we could ship the articles to them.

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Philadelphia: While there were a 
good many inquiries in the cotton 
varu market during the past week 
there was not very much heavy 
buying because prices were too high 
for buyers. Most af the business 
was seattered over a wide territory 
and was very spotty. Inquiries seem- 
ed merely to find out the market 
and when prices were quoted tha: 
ended. the matter. — 

The delay in reeerving their yarn 
from the South was the. basis. for 
many of the complaints by dealers 
that their deliveries for September 
would be below those of August. 

Buying in spots was stimulated by 
the advanee in the price of cotton. 
Those who were waiting for lower 
prices but needed the yarn bought 
very guickky when the market ad- 


: vanced. The prices quoted by spim- 
ners, however, did not make yarn 


look like a good investment to con- 
servative buyers. | 

There was a small buying of card- 
ed weaving varns. 
contracts were keeping fully 50 per 
cent of the looms busy on. duck, 
blankets, shirtings, khaki cloth for 
uniforms, towels and tapes for va- 
rious purposes. . But even the man- 
ufacturers who had government 
contraets considered spinners prices 
too high. While some dress good 
mills were well supplhed with or- 
ders yel most men's wear manufac- 
turers were working on 
contracts. 

The combed yarn market was in a 
peculiar state, for winle dealers 
have had inquiries for single and 
two-ply yarn yel buyers stopped 
when some prices were quoted. 
With spinners who needed orders 
to keep their plants. running, how- 
ever, without putting yarn in stock, 
ii was not so much a question of 
prices as of getting business, 
about the lowest price a buyer 
would offer would show a_ profil. 
Most spinners were of the opinion 
that as the year advanced the de-

mand for eombed yarn would in- 
crease and prices go higher.
